here In Washington, where one tempest Is blown off Page 1 by the next 
one, until the whole stream of news out ol Washington consists of a 
progress report on the numerous raging quarrels—Roosevelt's bickering 
with the senate military affairs committee, with Senator Glass, with the 


press, with congress over relief, with something new 
today, and something more tomorrow. 


Roosevelt himself isn't going to change. He can't. 


He's a Roosevelt, isn't he? Roosevelt blood is strong. 
It requires action. It drives with abounding restless 
energy. Roosevejt can no more be quiet and study his 
lesson than can a healthy small, boy who must always 
be wiggling, jumping up and running around, rough- 
ing playmates, banging here, banging there, taking a 
watch apart'and putting it together so it will almost 
run again. Roosevelt may hate war, as be said at 
Chautauqua, but he loves a fight He has the martial 
spirit in civilian clothes. He must have action. Results 
are desirable, but they are secondary. There must be, 
above everything else, action. 


Recently Roosevelt was told a story about Coolidge. 


Raymond Clapper when Coolidge was governor of Massachusetts he 
saw a great many visitors yet was always able to leave his office early. 
His successor found that callers were taking up all of his time. Even 50, 


So he asked 
Coolidge how he had managed them. Coolidge said, "When they came in 
to see me, I didn't talk back."

Drama has, marked the 
reign 


of Pius XI from the very begin- 
ning. His first act as pope was to 
bestow the apostolic blessing on the 
multitude waiting outside St. Pet- 
er's for news of his election. This 
was the first time the ceremony 
had been performed in the open 
since 1870. His predecessors back 
to that year had blessed the world 
from inside the great cathedral as 
a protest of usurpation of power 
by the Italian government. 


Pius XI came into power when 


post-war 
burdens still 
weighed 


heavily 
upon the shoulders of 


European states. He aimed from 
the start to establish closer rela- 
tionship between the church and 
these troubled governments and 
lost no opportunity to make his in- 
fluence felt in its proper field. 


He instituted an effective system 


of relief for the then famished Rus- 
sians, endeavoring not only to al- 
leviate the suffering, but to bring 


expressed personally to the Ameri 
can prelate his disappointment be 
cause the United States had no 
been represented at the election. 


But not all was change with Pope 


Pius. He held firmly to the historic 
position of the church and by every 
means at his disposal sought to ex- 
tend its influence and build up its 
membership. Zealous in all things

Propagation of the Faith by word 
and deed. 


He revived, too, the eucharistic

'Pope Pius also gave lavishly to- 


ward the 
relief of impoverished 


Austria and Germany and extend- 
ed his benefactions in this regard 
to Ireland. Greece and Asia Minor. 


It was said that he gave more 


than $1,000,000 to charity from his 
privy purse in the first 19 months 
of his reign. 


His aims towards conciliation of 


peoples made enemies by the pro- 
paganda of war times, were vigi- 
lantly pursued. When the Genoa 
conference met in the spring of 
1922 
he expressed the position of 


the' Holy See in a letter to the bish- 
up of that city, sending the missive 
through Cardinal Gasparri. 
• An early official act that grati- 
fied American Catholics was a de- 
cree which extended from 10 days 
to 15 days the interval that must 
elapse between the death of a pope 
and the convening of the Sacred 
College of Cardinals to elect a suc- 
cessor. Experience had shown that 
ten days was too short a time to 
permit the three American car- 
dinals and princes of the church in 
Canada and Argentina, to reach 
Rome in time to vote. 


On the death of Pope Benedict, 


Cardinal O'Connell had started im- 
mediately from Boston, but he ar- 
rived in Rome several hours after 
Pius' had been chosen. The latter 


He also made overtures for closer 


relations with the Russian Ortho- 
dox and 
eastern 
churches and 


manifested interest in all move- 
ments looking toward Christian un- 
ity. He made it plain, however, that 
if this unity was to include the 
Roman church, it could be brought 
about only by a return of all other 
sects to the jurisdiction of the Holy 
See. In fact in October, 1928, he is- 
sued an encyclical declaring that 
restorations of the church 
status 


which existed up.to* the time of 
the Lutheran reformation and the 
secession of the Anglican church 
from jurisdiction of the popes, was 
the only basis which he could con- 
sider for church unity. 


His insistence upon these aspects 


of his office led to a sharp contro- 
versy with Premier Mussolini of 
Italy when the pope denounced the 
fascist program of education. He 
maintained that it was the function 
of the Church and of the church 
alone to train the youth of all 
lands. The Italian Premier, as in- 
sistently held to the doctrine that 
youth belonged to the state and 
that it was the government which 
should say how the boys and girls 
were to be educated into citizen- 
ship. 


The Condordat of 1929, which 


was one of the pacts in settlement. 
of "the Roman question," contained ' 


a clause by which the state per- 
mitted 
religious instruction in 


primary and secondary schools, but 
this did not fully meet the conten- 
tions of either the churchmen or 
the statesman and 'the dispute was 
never definitely settled. 


Another subject which brought 


forth steadly condemnation from 
Pius was women's dress. In fact he 
deplored every 
manifestation of 


tendencies .to change the concept 
of motherhood as the chief duty 
and privilege of women, including 
in his denunciations beauty shows, 
athletic meets for 
girls, modern 


dancing and similar activities. 


The family name of Pope Pius XI 


was Achille Ratti. He was born at 
Deiso. near Milan, May 31, 1857, the 
son of Francesco and Teresa Ratti. 
His father was a silk worker, who 
became manager of the business in 
which he was employed, and later 
a partner. 


Brilliant Student 


The future Pope was a brilliant 


student from childhood and in the 
records of the various institutions 
which he attended 
many prais- 


worthy remarks may be found op- 
posite his name. He obtained his 
first education in a country school 
conducted by Don Giuseppe Volon- 
teri, a priest, and which he attend- 
ed until he was ten years old. His 
academic education was completed 
at the seminary of St Peter the 
Martyr, under the tutelage of his 
uncle, Damiano Rail, and at thc 
high school at Monza. 


The young Ratti showed so much 


aptitude for mathematics that some 
of his teachers recommended that, 
although he was inclined toward 
the priesthood, he ought to take a 
mathematical course in the Univer- 
sity of Turin. At that time he had 
nearly finished his course in the 
theological seminary and disregard- 
ing the 
recommendation 
of 
his 


teachers went to Rome and in Oc- 
tober. 1879. entered 
the Lombard 


seminary. 


On December 20, 1879. he was or- 


dained a priest and celebrated his 
irst mass in the church of San Car- 


lo al Corso. in Rome, while "still 
continuing his studies in the semin- 
ary, where he was specializing in 
philosophy, theology 
and 
canon 


law. It was while he was attending 
this seminary that his father.died, 
and left the young priest to fight 
his own way through life, a heavy 
blow inasmuch as the pursuit of 
study required considerable finan- 
cial support. 


In 1882 Father Ratti was gradu- 


ated from the seminary, receiving 
at the same time, the diploma-in 
philosophy at the Pontifical Acad- 
emy of St. Thomas Aquinas, in- 
stituted by Pope Leo XIII to pro- 
mote the study of that 
historic 


teacher. The young priest's work 
was of such high order that before 
leaving Rome, he was presented to 
Leo XIII together with his comrade 
Lualdi, with whom he had taken 
the examinations and who later be- 
came director c" the Lombard sem- 
inary and then a cardinal. The two 
were destined years later, to sit in 
the conclave which chose one of 
them as successor to Benedict XV. 


Father Ratti- returned to Milan 


and, at the behest of the archbish- 
op, Mgr. Nazri di Calabiana, took 
charge of the courses in sacred elo- 
quence in the theological seminary. 
He remembered these years, even 
after he had become pope, as the 
most emotional in his career. 


Historical Research 


It was here that he was imbued 


with a passion for historical re- 
search, literature and philology. Ob-

The late pope showed a keen in- 


terest in the United States,

quently saying he wished he could 
visit them. He asked American-vis- 
itors many questions and often sur- 
prised them with his knowledge of 
social conditions, sectional differ- 
ences, industry and commerce and 
material progress there.

If half the good things that have been 


said about Abraham Lincoln were true, 
he was indeed one of the world's greatest 


His greatness came to the attention of 


the world gradually. 
By the time he 


began to be called great, memories of his 
earlier career were weakening. But he 
had that unique quality of greatness that 
he built his own monument in the hearts 
of men. His merits had a persistent car- 
rying quality that enabled them to out- 
run all his defects in the long distance test 
of memory. 


The thoughtful student reviewing the 


life of Lincoln finds that early advantages 
contributed largely to the building of a 
gicat career and immortal fame. The boy 
Lincoln didn't know he was fortunate. 
He didn't know the worth of being born 
in a log cabin, but there came a time 
when that log cabin beginning was a po- 
litical asset not overlooked by the politi- 
cians who backed Lincoln. 


But the humble origin was more than 


a political asset. It shaped character and 
brought out qualities which made Lincoln 
not only President, but a great President 
and a great man. 


The early poverty provided a discipline 


which enabled Lincoln to face all diffi- 
culties with fortitude and to deal with 
them with simplicity and directness. Of 
course, there have been many others born 
in poverty* who were not bettered by it. 
The combination of brains and stamina 
and common sense which brought a Lin- 
coln out of the hard environment of Lin- 
coln's boyhood, is not of frequent occur- 
rence. But unquestionably that log cabin 
beginning did help to make the Lincoln 
that will live in the memories of man- 
kind. 


And there is that remarkable quality 


about the grateful memory of 
Lincoln 


which, as problems change from time to 
time, always prompts the question, "What 
would Lincoln 
have 
done?"

there is the confidence that Lincoln's sym- 
pathy and fellow feeling for the common 
man would have enabled him to straight- 
en things out Always we remember that 
he exhorted, "With malice toward none, 
with charity for all."

No greater error could have been made 


than the effort to hold the members of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee to 
secrecy when the President so apparently 
only told them what the people of this 
country have a right to know and, in fact, 
must know. 


Mr. Roosevelt had a perfect right to 


call the 18 members of this committee be- 
fore him. He had a perfect right to ex- 
pound his foreign policies to them. But 
he had no right to try to hold them to 
secrecy except as to those matters in- 
volving military policy where secrecy is 
essential to success.

ANOTHER MARTYR 


Oberlin M. Carter, whose friends call 


him "The American Dreyfus," and now 
82 years of age, is fighting as stubbornly 
as ever for a Tom Mooney vindication. 


It was 40 years ago that Mr. Carter, 


a graduate of West Point and then an offi- 
cer in the regular army, was convicted of 
conspiracy to defraud the government in 
relation to certain engineering projects 
of the nation. 
He was sentenced to 5 


years in Leavenworth, which he served 
after every effort to delay and defeat the 
court's conclusion failed. 


Some years ago when Mr. Carter suc- 


ceeded in obtaining the appointment of 
a committee to investigate his case, the 
Post-Crescent obtained an outline of the 
evidence that had been produced against 
him. It was astonished at the clearness 
and completeness of that record. It con- 
cluded that Mr. Carter had been proper- 
ly convicted. Indeed, if the sort of evi- 
dence there produced, still unimpeached 
and unshattered, could have resulted in 
anything but a verdict of guilty it would 
have been a sad day for the administra- 
tion of justice. 


But Mr. Carter has a certain complex 


that may be called the "not guilty" com- 
plex. Certainly he isn't a Russian, any- 
way. 


This mental attitude is quite common 


among a class of people hard to under- 
stand or analyze. They may figure that 
nothing is ever gained, whether in Mos- 
cow or here, by confession. But we rath- 
er think that scientists would say that 
they obtain a peculiar sort of thrill or 
satisfaction out of assuming an attitude 
of one greatly wronged, whereas in fact 
their attitude might more appropriately 
be that of one rightly or insufficiently 
punished for what he did. 


Of course at 82, and with the grave 


beckoning but a short distance away, the 
public carries no grudge. It is willing 
to forgive. 


Perhaps what we need in this country 


is a vindication that is ground out of the 
mill to every wrong-doer at a certain age. 


Despite the considerable business that plastic 


surgeons do, the people who want new faces still 
are considerably embarrassed when they have 
jobs done on their wrinkled old physiognomies. 
According to Dr. J. Howard Crum, a Fifth Ave- 
nue plastic surgeon who authored "The Truth 
About Beauty" a few years back, most patients 
are out-of-towners. They tell the home folks 
they are going to New York for a brief vaca- 
tion. Instead of vacationing, they have their 
laces made over. They go home and their 
friends say. "My goodness! you certainly look 
different! That trip was just what you needed." 


Seventy-five per cent of all plastic surgery is 


done to remove signs of age, Dr. Crum said, 
and of all those who want to look younger 93 
per cent are women. 


One thing which patients overlook is that 


surgical beautification is not permanent. Dr. 
Crum commented that there are frequent cases 
of people who, having had their faces fixed 20 
years before, return to have another job done. 


This fatuous belief of some of our citizens 


that beauty is a matter of surgery never ceases 
to amaze me. Beauty is largely a matter of 
mental outlook, as everyone knows. Still, if I 
were a beauty doctor, I might have a different 
slant. It depends, as do so many things, on 
where we sit.

the child's voice had become hoarse 
too. but still the parents thought 
it was just an ordinary cold, and 
indeed they had not thought of 
having medical advice until they 
noticed the difficulty in breathing.

The president and congress have 


heard in the last few weeks- from

erything humanly possible to keep 
European nations from going to war 
'with each other: Traditionally and 
- historically, the role of 
mediator 


makes no nation ineligible, however 
large or small and no matter what 
may be its geographical location in 
the world. The records are full of 
•"tenders of good offices" and even 
formal mediation by disinterested 
.powers. 


Friendly Regard 


First, the United States must give 


evidence of her own friendly regard 
. for the people of Germany, and her 
'.willingness to resume conversations 
•with the Berlirf government which, 
rightly or wrongly, now holds abso- 
lute power in Germany. 


Secondljvthe immediate return to 


Germany of the American ambassa- 
dor, Hugh Wilson. The protest val- 
ue of the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can ambassador to Berlin now has 
been 
served, 
and, 
realistically 


speaking, there is no difference be- 
tween speaking to the German gov- 
ernment every day through 
the 


channels of a first secretary 
or 


charge d'affaires than there is in 
speaking through, a more experi- 
enced officer called an ambassador. 
So long as it is not intended to sev- 
er diplomatic relations absolutely, 
there is no sound reason for both 
countries to be keeping their re- 
spective ambassadors at bo,mc. 


Third, the cessation of press cam- 
paigns of hate and virulence both 
at Berlin and Washington, some- 
thing which can be accomplished by 
voluntary restraint in America in 
response to public opinion, and in 
Germany by official action, because 
the press there is controlled. 
Fourth, the setting forth in formal 


memoranda by each of the larger 
nations, including the United States, 
of all the basic points of disagree- 
ment or dispute existing between 
them which threaten world peace, 
•whether from an economic, political 
or territorial aspect 


Fifth, the appointment of inde- 


pendent commliilons from 
each 


country to confer with other similar 
commissions to examine on their 
merits the points at issue, to be fol- 
lowed by public recommendations 
which all contracting parties will, in 
advance, agree to permit to be pub- 
lished Jn full In the press of their 
respective countries. 
> 


Sixth, this procedure of "investi- 


gation" by commission is fully justi- 
fied by the treaties which were rat- 
ified between the United States and 
virtually all the nations of 
the 


earth when a Democrat, William 
Jennings Bryan, was secretary of 
state. It is further justified by the 
provisions of the Kellogg-Briand 
treaties—outlawing war and calling 
for mutual consultations—adopted 
under a Republican administration. 


Seventh, an announcement that 


if, at any time during the negotia- 
tions, it appears to the United States 
government that there are 
true 


prospects of enduring peace, 
ar- 


rangements will be sought whereby 
the armament program now eeing 
developed would be restricted by 
mutual agreements. 


Eighth, a willingness on the oart 


of the United States to re-examine 
the entire inter-governmental debt 
structure, as well as the 
various 


policies of trade restriction in the 
world, with a view to the stabiliza- 
tion of currencies and monetary 
units so that world trade can be en- 
larged and world-wide reemploy- 
ment restored. 


There are, to be sure, other col- 


lateral points of major importance, 
but, if America wants peace in the 
world, the time has come for sac- 
rifices of pride., and the elimination 
oL'distrust and.petlSness in interna- 
tionaLxplations.,Many people today 
who earnestly, .want America kept 
out of. another -v/orld war 
know 


that this does not depend wholly on 
our own careful .course of action, 
but may be subject to what other 
nations in the reckless passion of 
war may force upon us. 


If, th,en. the lives of young men 


now growing up are to be spared, 
the obligation rests on those who 
believe in peace to make vocal their 
demand that Constructive steps be 
taken at once to insure world peace, 
rather than to cry out in vain when 
armaments have built up distrusts 
and hatreds to the point where calm 
and reasoned negotiation becomes 
impossible. 


This correspondent suggested sev- 


eral weeks ago that prayers be of- 
fered at noon each day for a week 
or more throughout this countrv for 
the guidance of all rulers of the 
world, including Chancellor Hitler 
and Premier Mussolini, as well as 
for our own leaders, in order that 
the philosoohy of Christianity be 
applied to the solution of interna- 
tional troubles. 


Some of the correspondence which 


I have received since that date indi- 
cates that there is within our own 
gates a minority of people who look 
with cynicism on prayer even as 
they denounce paganism in Russia 
or Germany. But if the vast major- 
ity in America believe in the basic 
princioles of the brotherhood 
of 


man. the government of the United 
States can readily translate such an 
asniration into concrete action by 
offering to Germany, Russia. Italy 
and Japan the outline of a 
peace 


program'in which Great Britain and 
France and the other nations of the 
world could most assuredly be per- 
suaded to join. If. as President Roo- 
sevelt recently said, religion is a 
foundation stone of democracy, the 
spirit of religion can still be the 
basis for America's initiative in try- 
ing to abolish international hates 
and in developing genuine efforts 
of international goodwill.

He has followed it up at once by a 
series of specific actions in domes- 
tic politics" which have divided his 
party, have divided him from Con- 
gress, and have brought him to a 
position, so far as his political in- 
fluence is concerned, which begins 
to look extraordinarily like that of 
Wilson at the end of his adminis- 
tration, and of Hoover at the end of 
his.

Last week Mr. Berquist, in a 


speech broadcast by radio, attacked 
our conservation department He 
referred to the conservation con- 
gress, made up of the committee- 
men elected annually in the various 
counties, as "shock troops" of the 
conservation department 


Congress "Organized'' 


"The conservation congress is or- 


ganized from the top down, and it 
takes its orders from the top." Mr. 
Berquist said during his broadcast. 
"It reaches conclusions only if they 
suit the ideas of the director of 
conservation. The whole setup is a 
sham, intended to fool the' people 
into believing they have some sayso 
in conservation." 


It so happens that the writer of 


this column served two years as a 
member of the conservation con- 
gress, one of which I was on the 
state council. I state positively that 
[ never received any instructions 
except from the people of the coun- 
ty I represented, and I never heard 
of anybody else in the congress ta- 
ng approached in any way by any- 
body in Mr. MacKenzie's depart- 
ment 


Mr. Berquist's statements were 


extremely uncomplementary to the 
hundreds of sportsmen and con- 
servationists who have given two 
days of their time each July and 
paid their own expenses to attend 
the conservation congress at Madi- 
son for the good of conservation.

"Many 
of them are serious threats not on- 
ly to our trees and shrubs but ev- 
erything man cats, wears, and uses. 
No other croup in 
the animal 


kingdom has so menaced man's 
welfare, yet in no others has he 
found such valuable allies." 


Man versus Insects. The great- 


est battle of all times. Throughout 
the ages man has had but one de- 
cisive victory to his credit. That 
was -the recent triumph over the 
Mediterranean fruit fly in Florida. 
For 300 years these pests were al- 
lowed free entrance to this coun- 
try from all narts of the world. 


Then in 1912 the Federal Plant 


act was passed giving authority 
for plant quarantines to restrict 
the movement of materials that 
might harbor dangerous insects. 
Today the Wisconsin department 
of agriculture and markets is co- 
operating with the federal bureau 
of entomology and plant quaran- 
tine in the enforcement o£ 20 for- 
eign and 9 domestic plant quaran- 
tines against plant pests either 
new to or not widely distributed 
in the United States.

What do our children think of us? How do they size Us up. ts 
th< 


phrase goes? These are questions that few parents ask themselves be 
cause they are so complacently sure that Tommy and'Mamie worship 
them as little tin gods and regard their every word, as the utterance of 


an oracle. The idea that their youngsters 
look upon them with a cynical and an ap- 
praising and often a disapproving eye never 
crosses their minds. Still less do they sus- 
pect that in their cradles Junior and Sweet- 
urns not only got their number to the last 
figure, but learned how to work the com- 
bination.

Of course, this hallucination that fathers 


and mothers entertain that their children are 
filled with awe and admiration of them and 
blind to their every defect is a merciful pro- 
vision of Providence to compensate them all 
the work and worry and noise and mischie: 
that they have to put up with from their 
youngsters. 


But in reality it has no foundation upon which to rest. For there we 


no keener nor more merciless critics than children.. No one is quicker 
to perceive a fault or weakness, and if they early learn to keep their real 
opinions of Papa and Mama to themselves, it is because experience has 
taught them that the reward of 
frankness is called Impudence and 
rates the hairbrush or being sent 
snpperless to bed. 


Doubtless it is just as well for our 


peace of mind and self-esteem that 
we do not know just what our chil- 
dren think of us. but if we could 
pry into their minds we would find 
a lot of things that would astonish 
and chagrin us. 


The 
first 
amazing discovery 


would be that not only our babies 
but also our adolescent sons and 
daughters regard us as being so old 
as to be almost prehistoric. Vir- 
tually contemporary with the Nean- 
derthal man. so aged as to be com- 
pletely out of touch with modern 
life, hence whose opinions are of no 
value and not worth considering. 


Only today I have a letter lu- 


lustrating this. It is from a girl of 
15 who complains bitterly because 
her mother won't let her go joyrid- 
ing at night with wild boys. "Of 
course. Mother is senile," she writes. 
'She is 35 and so old she doesn't 
know what she is talking about, so 
don't you think I am justified in 
refusing to be bound by her old- 
fashioned views?" 


Strangely enough, children do not 


regard other people who are the 
same age as their parents as being 


It is just their 
fathers 
whom 


old and outmoded, 
own mothers and 
they look upon as tottering on the 
verge of the grave at 40. Hence it 
is a waste of effort for any of us to 
ry to keep young and grow up 
with our children. It can't be done. 
The picture of us as Methnselahs is 
ixed in their minds. 


Another thing that would surprise 


us if we could see into our chil- 


dren's minds is that they don't wanl 
us to chum with them nor to put 
ourselves on their level, "and it of- 
fends and disgusts them when we 
do. The most bored children in the 
world are those whose parents try 
to entertain them. Grown-ups and 
kids don't talk the same language. 
They don't play the same games. 
They don't giggle over the same 
things. Every child is martyred who 
has a conscientious father or moth- 
er who feels that it is his or her 
duty to be little Sally's or Bobby's 
best friend. 


Children don't want parents as 


playfellows. They want to look up 
to them as something wiser ant 
stronger than they are. And when 
their parents quarrel before them 
or come home reeling drunk, or 
accuse 
each other 
of 
dreadful 


things, the faces of the boys anc 
girls who look on are the faces of 
those who have seen their idols 
overthrown and trampled in the 
dust 


If we could see into the minds of 


our children we would perceive 
that they are sitting in judgment on 
us all the time, and sometimes their 
verdict is bitter hard because they 
have not known enough of life to 
temper justice with-mercy. 


They know wtiether we are liars 


or truthful, honest or crooks, weak 
or strong; whether we are lazy or 
energetic; whether we axe to be 
depended on or are a broken reed 
upon which to lean. We may fool 
other people, but not our children. 
And that is why it is salutary for 
our souls to try to find out what 
our children think of us.

perors.

"All the people." he said, "should 
be able to obtain good homes. 
proper clothing and enough food." 


In 
an 
effort 
to bring about 


that end. Wang put new laws in 
effect. 
He tried to raise wages 


and hold down prices, to tax the 
rich and give to the 
poor. He 


caused seeds to be sent around to 
farmers., and helped the farmers 
to obtain loans at low interest. 


Wang's "New Deal" lasted 
for 


18 years. ,His enemies at last led 
the emperor to make him give up 
the office of prime minister. 


Living at the same time as 


Wang was one of the famous 
printers 
in world history. 
His 


name was Pi Sheng. and he is 
honored as probably the first man 
ever to use movable type in print- 
ing. 
He did his work 400 years 


before Coster of Holland or Gu- 
tenberg of Germany. 


Although Pi Sheng is believed 


to be the first man to print with 
movable type, the art of printing 
was known in China before his 
day. The older printing was in 
a different form— letters were cut 
in blocks of wood, and ink was 
placed on the blocks. 
When the 


blocks were pressed against paper, 
they left their marks. 


A whole page of a book was 


printed 
w i t h 
each block. Pi 


Sheng's idea was to cut the blocks 
apart so the letters could be put 
together in new ways, and used in 
printing books of other kinds. 


The movable type idea worked 


well in Europe, but not in China. 
The Chinese had no alphabet of 
the sort used by the western 
world. They wrote with thousands 
of different letters or 
picture- 


words. 
Chinese 
printers 
found 


it was more trouble to keep track 
of thousands of "types" than to 
cut the words on new blocks each 
time they had a new book to print. 


If there had been a short Chi- 


nese alphabet, the country might 
have made much better progress. 
Movable type in Europe meant 
low-cost books, and cheap books 
helped spread knowledge far and 
wide.

Stockholders will recall the old 


type of annual "proxy." By signing 
the little card, the stockholders em- 
powered several of the directors to 
vote his stock in any way they 
•wished at the annual meeting. The 
new proxy requires giving infor- 
mation on what is to be voted upon; 
it lists the directors and the amount 
of company securities they own; 
and certain other interests the di- 
rectors may have in the company. 
(For instance, a director may also 
be the company's attorney. If so, his 
legal fees must be reported) 


This is a big step. It will open 


many a stockholder's eye! My fore- 
cast is that the corporation lawyer 
will cut his fee if he continues 
to be a director. Many board mem- 
bers will buy some stock in the 
company they are "directing" or re- ' 
sign in favpr of others who do have 
a substantial financial interest in 
the company. Finally, the stock- 
holder, before he gives his proxy,
